At the present time our over-all domestic oil capac- 
ity is about 6,7500,000 barrels a day: “Many oil men be- 
lieve that, to be on the safe side, this should be increased 
by 1,000,000 barrels a day within the next year or two. 
Estimates of the cost of this expansion run as high as 
$5,000,000,000-—which, incidentally, is more than the 
total profit of the oil industry last year. 


So the big question can be put simply—how is this 
needed expansion to be financed? It the past, oii com- 
panies have financed expansion largely ‘by plowing a 
substantial part of their earning back into the business. 
In other words, they have generated their own capital. 
But now it is proposed that corporate taxes be raised to 
a maximum‘of 70 per cent, and it is further proposed 
that oil’s -depletion allowance, which is now 2744 per 
cent, be. either heavily reduced or even abolished’ 
This allowance, which applies to taxes, is designed to 
recompense the owners of oi] wells for the diminution |: 
of an irreplaceable capital asset and to encourage them 
to hunt for new sources of supply.’
